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Located in Winooski Ver- 
mont, Saint Michael’s was 
founded in 1903 by the Society 
of Saint Edmund. It started orig- 
inally as a One building, 30-stu- 
dent men’s high school and 
college. 

In 1951 as the college began 
to grow, the high school was 
discontinued. By the end of 
World War II, enrollment had 
climbed significantly. 

During the 60’s, the campus ex- 
_ isted in two parts with half the 
| campus located at Fort Ethan 
| Allen, and the rest just south of 
the Fort, now known as the 
main campus. 

In 1970, Saint Michael’s ad- 
mitted its first female students. 
By 1980, the enrollment be- 
tween men and women were 
about equal. 

In 1987, the Campaign for Ex- 
cellence well under way, the 
school began to consolidate 
the two campuses. Now, most 
classes are located on the main 
campus with the opening of the 
new academic building, St. Ed- 
munds Hall. 

Soon, new housing will com- 
plete the unification of the two 
campuses, and it is likely that 
the school will sell its North 
Campus properties. Future 
plans for the school include a 
new International Student Cen- 
ter, a new fieldhouse (which 
may include a Skating rink and 
raquetball courts) and possibly 
improvements to the library. 

















The people of Saint Mi- 
chael’s come primarily 
from New England, New 
York and New Jersey.

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Fire and Rescue 


Whether it be fires, car accidents, transportation of premature 
babies, or any number of other emergencies, SMC Fire and Res- 
cue is one of the first squads to respond in the Chittenden County. 
Fire and Rescue is a dedicated group of student volunteers. Their 
services are funded through donations and fund-raisers. The or- 
ganization was founded in 1969, and has since grown into a highly 
qualified and expert emergency team. 

Fire and Rescue began as a rescue squad with minimal equip- 
ment; initially the squad worked out of a College security van. The 
squad is now equipped with an ambulance, and an 85-foot aerial 
ladder. 

All members have been highly trained. The fire fighters have 
completed a twenty-five hour basic fireman course allowing for 
certification for interior firefighting certification, and they have 
weekly fire drills to practice the skills learned. All Rescue mem- 
bers have been certified in American Red Cross Advanced First 
Aid and in Cardio-Pulmonary Resuscitation. Many have also com- 
pleted a 100-hour Emergency Medical Technician course at 
MCHV.
